MILK MEN FIGHT REDUCTION 


But, It Is Understood, They Will Not Ask for 


An Increase In Price 


The milk producers of 
this 
city 


and of the surrounding towns 
are 


scheduled to meet in Greenland to- 
day to formulate a campaign against 
the reduction of the present price of 
milk for the year beginning April 1. 


The meeting is called by President
